An Important public matter 
demand the attention of the people of 
thle town. It la Dow well knowu that 
the Town Council recently took Impor¬ 
tant atepa towards purchasing land and 
erecting e municipal building. The 
alleged neceaalty for better fire houses 
Impelled the Council to action In that 
direction. The Council's proposed ac¬ 
tion lu the matter of a municipal build¬ 
ing was governed chiefly by utilitarian 
and economical motives, and the pro- 
Je t as outlined was Intruded to effect a 
reduction below the present renal* paid 
out Low for town offices, police and tire 
h-adquartere The Council's plan called 
tor a Leat and substantial brick building 
{ lot ated <>n (be north side of Washington 
Street between me Ceulie and the rail¬ 
road. 

At the June meeting of the Board of 
Trade David <» (iaratrauL brought up 
the matter of a municipal butldtcg for 
dlot'Uoel.un. Chairman George Fetereon 
of the Town Council gave the members 
of the Board of Trade a detailed account 
ut the Council's plans In mpt^iUer and 
the steps Bit far taken Inwards carrying 
It out ^ke objection made by Mr. 
Gsrabrant and others to the Council s 
‘scheme was that the plaus of the Council 
(Fd not call for ILe kind nt a building 
that the people wanted for a town hail 
aod the location was not suitable Mr 
Ivterson conceded the validity of both 
of j-ct! me, but said that the Council 
was govv.rued In Its action by a knowl¬ 
edge of the stale of the public purse and 
the Immediate needs of the town. Fire 
huunee, Mr. Feteraou said, were an 
actual - necessity, and the best location 
for sff jrdlug ite most .fflLleDt tire pro¬ 
tection w 4 . tn* principal question In 
view .when the Council selected the 
Washington Avenue site, and It was the 
opinion of the Council that an addtttoD 
of a few thousand dollars to the pro¬
